PITTSBURGH (UPI)—A pos­ 
sible showdown between two top 
United Steelworkers (USW) un­ 
ion officials over election pro­ 
cedures was on the agenda to­ 
day for the union’s 33-man Ex­ 
ecutive Board meeting. 
USW President David J. Mc­ 
Donald has recommended that 
the board engage the American 
Arbitration Association to super­ 
vise the quadrennial 
election 


Feb. 9. Secretary-Treasurer I 
W. Abel, who opposes McDon­ 
ald for the union presidency, 
said McDonald’s recommenda­ 
tion showed “ utter contempt’’ 
for USW officers who conduct 
elections. 
The board, which has split its 
support 
evenly 
between 
Mc­ 
Donald and Abel, was expect­ 
ed to act on McDonald’s recom­ 
mendation today. 
A n o t h e r issue facing the 


board was the possible revision 
of bargaining strategy in t h e 
light of the steel industry’s re­ 
cent $6 per ton price hike on 
galvanized sheets. 


The union will resume formal 
contract talks with the nation’s 
top ll steel producers Tuesday. 
The talks have been in recess 
since Dec. 18 because of the 
holidays. 


The price increase, initiated 


Dec. 23 by Inland Steel and fol­ 
lowed by all other major pro­ 
ducers within the next six days, 
could be used by union negotia­ 
tors to back up their wage and 
benefit demands. 


When 
the 
price 
increases 
w e r e 
announced.

said the industry had been in 
an "excellent” position r i g h t

up and would be taken up at 
the Feb. 9 council meeting. 
The chief’s salary is $5,666 
and one sergeant gets $5,314 
and 
patrolmen, 
$5,014. 
The 
police secretary gets $1.50 an 
hour. 
Demech 
said 
that 
Robert 
Steward, borough manager, is 
now working up the budget 
with 
the finance committee. 
He said he didn’t expect it to 


be ready by council’s regular 
meeting next Tuesday. 
‘‘We’ll discuss it afterwards, 
and will have it all ready for 
the next regular meeting Feb. 
9.” 
Demech said that ‘‘financial­ 
ly, the borough is in pretty 
good shape” and could afford 
the increases. He said the bor­ 
ough for the first time hadn't 
had to borrow money from the 


bank last year. 
Asked if the pay increases 
would 
mean a tax increase, 
Demech said firmly, “ No.” 
Tax Mills Remain Same 
‘‘Taxes will remain, as far 
as I ’m concerned, the same 20 
mills,” he said.
